CHAPTER I. 

GENERAL AND POLITICAL. 

The Stale of Manipur lies Lotwooa latitu'Io 21° 35^^ and 2t° 48*^ north ar>d 
onn;itudo 93° 10" nud J)4° 30" oast. TJio area of the Slate is ostiraated at 7,000 
quaro miles ; tliat of the valley, ai>irt from the Hill tracta, is about 070 square miles', 
t? which oTio-tliird is under cultivatiou. The population, according to the census of 
.901, was 284,4(55. 

Til e revenue of the Inst five years averages Rs. 4,28,0G8y while the tribute paid 
mnually to the Government of India is Rs. 00,000. 

2. ITis Highness Rnja Clnira Chand Singh was 23 years, 11 months, 10 daj^ old 
m 31st J\1 arch J 909. llis llii,dim\ss is a Manipuri Kshatriya, and has three wives— 
1) Nganghom Ihemacha, (2) Cliiiigakham Sayama SaJclii, (3) Ngingl)om Preo Sakhi. 

The first Rani l^ganghom Tbemacha heeame (he mother of a d'lughfer on 2l8t 
February 1909, and the secon I Rani gave birth to a son on 21th July 1908. 

3. During the year there was 110 disturbance among the Manipnri population. 

4. The conduct of the Hill tribes was satisfactory, except in the case of a few 
Tillages where punitive labour was imposod. 

There are, however, several par Is of the hills which, if not regularly toured in by a 
European ofliccr, would require police outposts to ensure obedience to orders. Of 
•bo few serious crimiual cofics reported during the year, only the following case need 
}0 mentioned : — 

^ A Bengali .shopkeeper at Tipaimukli was seriously wounded with a drro, and his 
ihop was huriiod to the ground. Two Kukis were arrested on suspicion, but wore 
Ibcharged by the Political Agent for want of evidence, 

Tlio Chief rm who.so lands the outr'^go took plico lias been fined, and a ICuki hill 
5eon ha.s boon deputed lo live in the village Sonvong near Tipaimukli, so as to report 
musual occurrences. 

It is to 1)0 regretted that further enquiries have failed to clear up the murder 
[mentioned in last year's rcjicrt} of two Kukis of Tliombu village in the north-west 
d the State. 

5. The Kukis living in the unadministcred tract outside the castom boundary of 
(he State liavo ho(»n restless during the last year, and raids in which Kukis formerly 
nhjccts of the Sfiati* ionic part li.ave been committed in tlio Somra villages within one 
lay's march of the IManipur boundary.

TOURS. 

7. During the year TlisIIi^^hnrsa the Uajft went on a pil^mage to Brindabag 
(Mu(tm) and iilso paid n Stale visit to Ills JligYincss the llaja of mil Tippers at 
ilgaital'i, Ills lli^luiess the Jiaja visited many of the Manipur villages* and on sevonl 
occasions together with tlic Manager, Maui ]mi* Company, Limited, personally inspeotOS 
lauds which the Gomii iny desire to acquire for the cultivation of mulberry. 

Mr. Cosgravo, Vico-rrosiilcnt of the Darbar, was on tour for 13i days. His chief 
tours were as follows : — • 

9tli April to 2Htli April 190S. — ‘Promlmphal through the Koirao Ndga villages la 
the uoi'tli-east of the Stite to ]^Iao, and thenc3 along the cart-road to Impbal. 

In October 190ft through the Tangkhul Ntigi villages and Chasad Kuki villagei 
on i]ieeMhl(*rn boundary of tiie State. On this tour, enquiries were mode about tjlut 
iinudministeroci territory, and a report was buhmiltod to the rolitical Agent. 

In Novennher 1908 to the liills south of the Manipur Valley to demarcate the 
Kambung Hill State forest rcbcivo. ^ 

In December lt)0S to Mao to meet Mr. Needham, Extra Assistant Commissioner^ 
Koliima, and sf'ttle some outstanding land disputes between villages of the Niiga Hilll 
district and Manipur. * 

2Gth January 3909 to Cth March 3909.— To the border of Chin Hills and 
Lnshai Hills, where Mr. Cosgravo mot Captain Bume, Superintendent, Cliin Hills, 
and Mr. Dixon, Assist int Su]i(M*intcndent, ijUshai Hills, and settled intcrdistrict cases. 
Thence along the southern boundary of the State to Tipainiukh to enquiio into the 
Tij).iimukh outrage case (r/Ve paragraph 4) thence by river to Jirighat to inspect tbff 
settlomeiit ojicrations, th<'UCo along the budle-i)aih from Jirighat Impbal. 

In a(klilion, !Mr. Cosgravc toured in the Valley in connection with revenue and 
lishcj y mat tors. 

CHAPTER II. 

ADMINISTBATION OV LAND EE VENUE. 

Maulvi Paizuddin Ahmad, Deputy Collector, was in charge of the Revenue Offlei 
for 279 days. Jluring the remainder of the year, when he was on leavCi Maulvi Abdol 
\Vah(‘tl, Sub-Deputy Collector, held charge of the Revenue Olfico. 

The Deputy Collector was on tour for 83 days : the Sub-Deputy CoUeotor 
d>3 dajs. 

SURVEY AND SETTLEMENT. 

2. The survey of the four other having been completed in the previoyi 
year, ilio linj»]Ki] panna aJoj)e ri*mainfd to bo resurveyed. 

This work was taken up in good time, aud the field work was completed befowt^ 
the end of the }ear. 

The rosurvey resulted in an iacre4i‘?e of Rs. 3,3t8 in the revenue demand, and of 
2,013 biglum in the area as shown under cultivation, the increase in area being duft 
partly lo the ext^mkm of cultivation, partly to the dibcovery duiing the survey opengb* 
tionsof lands Ihathad not been previously assessed. 

The oflice work of the resurroy of Imphal panma is slill in progress- 

lu order to insure greater acjuraey, a plane-table survey was made of theprilMfk 
])al roads aud rivers uliieh form tlie natural boundaries of the various iCl 

quarters of Impbal and also of the entire British reserve. 

At the end of the year, as the fold woik Inad been completed, the services of 
two Sur\ey Insjw'cto^i, jr’nt hy 11 m‘ •)iree'<‘J !/n)d lleeovds were disiiensed Muthk.

DEMAND. 

4. The erarrent demand for the year ms Us. 8,09,706, ' as against lie. S;9d,541 
In 1007*1008 and Be. 2,73,219 in 1906-1007. Tins steady increase, mainly due to 
the resurvoy operations, is very satisfaetory in a poor State like Manipur. 

The errears on onrrent demand outstanding at the close of the yeM were 
Bs. 12,078, and them were no arrears on arxear demand. 

COEBClVE MEASURES. 

8. The only oooroivo measure used during the year was the sale of tiie defralting 
wtates. The Deputy OoUeotor is bclined to think that defaulters are hewl^ treated 
irith too much leniency. 

The number of sale oases instituted during the year ms 1,805, from which 
revenue amounting to Be. 80 was realised. For mnt of no bid for 498 highas, 
revenne to amount of Be. 666 was remitted. The amonnt of revenue for whieh 
■ale>ca 80 s wera instilutedwos Be. 8,681; out of this amount Bsl 8»940 was paid op 
^ ISutfaUadoft befora tbe sales were actually carried out. 

e RtmMms . — ^Tho total remissiona granted during tho year amounted to Be. S,894t 
of which Be. 686 was arrear demand and Be. 2,009 current. These rwnissioas are in 
favour of the blind, infirm, and orphans* and also represmt doubtful and irreoovemble 
items. 

7. Rtoeipis and Expenditure —The total reoeipts under tho head “ LabdBdVeniis '* 
were Ba 8,01,424 in the year, as against Bs. 2,90,609 in the previous year. 

The total expenditure woe Bs. 29,812, as oompared with Bs. 26,552 in the previone 
veer, tbe inorease of Bs. 2,760 rqnesenting the cost of (he Jirighai setUement of tim 
nunitura for tbe Lakpa’s office and of tho printing of settlement forms. 

The inorease of Bs. 10,816 in tho Land Bevenue receipts is vmy satisfacitoiy, «td 
Mfleots much credit on the Bevenne Office Staff, aod more espeoially on Maulvi 
ndsuddin Ahmed, Deputy Colleettg, who sinoe he has been in Manipur has usadmed 
MBSk valuable tervioes to the State. 

8. Revenue Oourt ff'orA— Out of 6,965 oases foe disposal, SjSSO were disposed 
ft during the year, leaving 1,136 eases ponding at the close of the year, while in the 
pratious year, ont of 7,7tl cases for disposal, 5,G31 were dn^posed Of, and 8^110 oases 
lomaincd pending

)m tiio Jjuvliii JlilU and Chiu Hills (Burma), pirlJy to the fact thit the Enkis are a 
oliOo race and inoruasing m number, Aoourdiug to the liouse lists, there woe an,, 
crease olto among the Kabul Kdgae and Tangkhul Ndgas, though it hai beta 
noiuUy oiinsidurod that these two tribes are gradually dying out. 

The Hill office establishment worked very well, espeoially the Head Clerk, Balnt' 
thor, Nath B innrji, who, from Ist January to 3ist March 1900, in addition to hw 
m duties, noted as Head Clerk of tho State Offico aud Bupervhei oiUciendy the worh' 
both ollicos doling tho busiest mouths of the year.

Several aetiona burglariM were oommitted in Imphal, notably in' the bungalow 
e lianagar. Manipur Company, Limitod, and in the post^iBoe. 

The oulnrit in the former ease waa arreated with aome of tfao atolen ptoperty , and. 
ting an old offender, has been sent to Sylhet Jail for a long term ofiioipriaonment, 
p to date the Folioe have not been able to disoovor who oommitted the poe^i&qe 
uglory. Both thoao burgbiira tooh place in Ihd BriUsh Beaerve. 

Caitlo^thcft is atill prevalent in the valley, and it aocinB probable that numy of the 
tolen cattle are sold by Manipuiia to Tangkliul Nagoa, who at oerUun aeaaOna of tho 
fear kill eattlo as saorificinl offeringa for their deocasod rolationa, and who in aecrndanee 
Irith a recent order ore not allowed now to puroliase coltlo in tho valley. Under a 
teoent order of the Bat bar, the Killini; oi cattle in tho vnlloy, which Was a criminal 
lAeuco before the British cooupotion in 1891, has again boon prohibited. 

8. rittagt Pofios.— The number of ohaukidars in the valley » the same as last 
|«ai; VMT^ 212, and they continue to be paid partly in cash, partly by grants of land, 

> Some cihaulddan who arrested the eaeaped oonvict who had atolen ptoporiy wmA 
Bs. 600 from the bungalow of tho Mauagor, Manipur Company, Limited wen 
tewaided liberally. 

The lAanitiiiaM do little in the way of "watch and wa^" and ^ ia worth 
eonaidoration whether tiuir duties could not bo performed as efficiently under the old 
system of Tilbga olUoials. It ia to bo noted, however, that the oliaukiiara are reported 
to be useful lu turning out the villagers to do the annml cold-weather repairs on the 
Vallsy roads, and that they are a groat oonvenienoein ooUeoring suppliea for offioem on 
tour. , 

6. Criminal find Civtl .7'»r/t«.->The jorisdiotion of the various oourta is tho 
hsoe as described in last yoai’s report 

Tbe Barbar in its judicial capaoity tries all oriminal oases beyond the Jurisdiction 
ibf the Chirap, which has firat-class powoia. 

As deeds of violenoe ara very rare among the Manipnri population, the original 
toteiiiMJ work of the Barbar is light and the maioi portirm of i(a jtidioial work is 
haariog appeals in civil and ciimiml cases from ilio dccisioiis of the Cliirnp.

Ow iug to the prolong dloa|9 
id the cholera epidemio irhioh accompanied it, oultivatora 'vreie not able to prepw 
le flelda for paddy till very late in the season, and in somo places it trai fhui 
aposalble to bring high lands under ouUdvation at all. 

The paddy crop tras mnoh better on the eastern aide of the Talley thaaoufl 
catem udo, where the crop was Tcry poor.
